The men, 
when they went to work, were informed that 
they could not begin their labor unless they 
signed a paper denying any allegiance to the 
Journeymen Plumbers’ Association. They im- 
mediately packed up their tools and went away. 
A meeting of the bosses was held in Arcanum 
Hall, No. 63 Union Square, and reports were 
heard concerning the lockout. According to 
their statements, 234 firms have signed the 
pledge, and 1,000 men were refused employ- 
ment. They say they will find no di. 
culty in 6éecurIRE men to fill the 
places of the union laborers. and have sent 
committees to adjacent cities for that purpose. 
In some of the shops the proprietors donned 
their aprons, and, with the aid of helpers, who 
have not been locked out, finished up some im- 
portant jobs. The journeymen differ with the 
in tothe number or men out of 
work.

AN UNPREJUDICED REVIEW OF THE SITUA 
TION. * 

The main colony which has been trying to ef- 
fect a settlement on the Oklaboma lands for 
the last three years is composed of about 
men, mostly residents of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri, and [llineis. Two-thirds of these 
men were soldiers in the late War, and many 
of them have long been identitied with building 
up the new States of the West and with the en- 
terprises and hardships of frontier life. All of 
the professions are represented in the colony, 
but the members are farmers, and 
seeking homes by the same means and methods 
and are inspired by the same motives that have 
heretofore given such a wonderful impetus to 
the growth of all the States wost of the Missis- 
sippi River. Your correspondent has a personal 
acquaintance with many of the leaders of the 
colony, as well as with the rank and file, and it 
is but just to say that they are intelligent and 
law-abiding citizens. They believe to a man 
that they are acting in strict accordance with 
law when they attempt to go upon the Okla- 
homa lands and avail themselyes of the pro- 
visions of the Homestead act. Outside of the 
main colony, which is known as the Payne 
Colony, there are several smaller or- 
ganizations, numbering four or five 
thousand, and having their varters in 
several of the Western States. Before any of 
the colonies were formed the best legal talent 
in the United States was cousulted in regard to 
the right to settle upon the lands in question. 
Eminent lawyers in St. Louis, Chicago, New 
York, Boston, and Washington argued that the 
Indian title was extinct—that the lands belong 
exclusively to the Federal Government, and 
that hence, as a part of the public domain, are 
subject to homestead and preémption settle- 
ment. It may be stated here that these lands

Freight-Rates Can Be Maintained. 
The advance in east-bound freight-rates 

goes into effect this morning, but it is hardly 

probable that any of the freight which goes for- 
ward this week will pay the advanced rates. 

Nearly all the roads have contracted for enough 

business at the old rates to keep them busy 

for several days. This business will be 
claimed to have been in transit at the time 

the new rates went into effect, and after a 

while Commissioner Fink will express great 

surprise over the slowness of the roads in dis- 
posing of that business. The general opinion 
is that most of the roads will continue 
to take business at the old rates, for 
their refusal to do so would throw 
most of the business that has to go forward on 
the lake lines. When the advance in rates was 
agreed upon a majority of the roads no doubt 
intended to charge the new rates, being of the 
opinion that shipments would but little de- 
crease On account of such advance. The re- 
suit of last week’s business, however, has 
upset all their calculations. They an- 
ticipated a large increase in business, 
being of the opinion that shippers would be 
anxious to take advantage of the old rates be- 
fore the new ones went into effect. But instead 
of an increase there was a decided decrease in 
shipments, which proved one of two things:, 
Either shippers feilt confident that they 
would be able to secure as low rates 
hereafter, or there is but little 
business to go forward. Taking it for granted 
that the cause of the decrease is altogether due 
to the absence of an Eastern or European de- 
mand, it prevents the roadsufrom carrying into 
effect the advanced rates even if they had an 
earnest desire to give the new ratesatrial. But 
four of the roads running east from St. Louis, 

Peoria, Indianapolis, and Chicago are 

in a position to do without business at nt. 

Many of them will be compelled to busi- 

ness for whatever rates they can get, though 

they may be losing rates, in order to get 
enough money to meet current expenses, and 
the better class of roads cannot afford to let 
the smaller get all the business, but will 
be compelled to make the same rates to 
their customers if they do not mean to 
lose them. Besides, the weaker roads are go-

England anil France preliminary to the Euro- 
pean conference on Egyptian affairs whieh 
meets in London next Saturday were official- 
ly announced yesterday by Mr. Gladstone in 
the House of Commons and by Lord Gran- 
ville in the House of Lords. In accordance 
with these conditions England agrees to with- 
draw her troops from Egypt at the beginning 
ot 1888 in ease the Europeans Powers shall 
consider that the withdrawal could take place 
without jeopardizing the public order of that 
province. The International Bank, formed 
by the creditors of Egypt, is to have a volee 
in regard to the annual appropriations, and 
may veto any increase of public expenses 
on the part of the Egyptian Government. 
This institution is to continue to exercise the 
right of financial inspection of the Khedive’s 
Adniinistration after the withdrawal of the 
British troops. During the occupation En- 
gland agrees to make proposals for neutral- 
izing Egypt and making it an Oriental Bel- 
gium; also for the neutralization of the Suez 
Canal. Mr, Gladstone informed the Com- 
mons that no treaty would be finally, con- 
cluded until that body had approved it. M. 
Waddington and M. Ferry express France’s 
satisfaction at the arrangement which is de-

Another is that, whatever | 


the Democratic utterance on the tariff may 
be for campaign service, the present session 
of Congress has demonstrated that nothing is 


to be hoped for in the way of tariff reform 


from a Denjocratic majority. A third ig that 
the Republican National platform authorizes 
the next Congress, if it be in the hands of 
the Republicans, to proceed with a further 
revision and reduction of the existing tariff, 
and the adaptability of the Republican party 
to popular sentiment, as well as what it did 
last year, wartants the confidence that a Re- 
publican Congress will succeed where a 
Democratic Congress has failed, These re- 
flections will suffice for the present to account | 
for the continued loyalty of revenue-reform 
Republicans to the ticket and platform which 
their party has put in the field this year. | 

But the perplexities and troubles of the 
Demoeratiq party are ahead of them. ‘They 
are well illustrated by the fierce contention 
of the protection and freé-trade wings of the 
party in the Democratic State Convention 
held in Tennessee last week, The present 
Democratic party of that State, as in mauy 
other States both North and South, is com- 
posed in large part of the old-line Whig ele- 
ment in politics. The Nashyille American 
has spoken for an important constituency in 
the persistent opposition it has made to the 
revenueé-tariff sentiments advocated by the 
Wattersons, Carlisles, and Morrisons. This 
was proved by the division of ‘the Tennessee 
Convention on the adoption of a | tariff 
resolution. The majority of the Plat- 
form Committee reported a resolution de- 
gon neing the tariff as ‘a masterpiece 
of injustice, inequality, and false pretense,” 
and much more to the same purport. A mi- 
nority report presented the Ohio platform 
favoring a tariff ‘‘so adjusted in its details 
as to afford fair and reasonable encourage- 
ment to home labor and domestic products 
and manufactures.” The dispute over these 
conflicting doctrines lasted two days, arid was 
settled (on the stirface) by a vote of 794 in 
favor of the free-trade faction to a vote pf 535 
representing the protection faction, with a 
further compromise of deferring to the de- 
dision of the National Convention.

any broad policy for the restoration of the 
American merchant marine which in the 
days of wooden ships swept the seas. 

Many of the lesser details of governmental 
taxation and regulation of shipping are bet- 
tered by the thirty sections of the amended 
Dingley bill. The tonnage tax is largely re- 
duced and supplies for American ships may 
be imported free of duty. The duties im- 
posed on shipowners by the present law for 
the protection of seanien are very extensive- 
ly lightened in favor of the employers and 
against these laborers. The extent. to which 
many of the safeguards previously thrown 
about the sailor—as, for instance, those 
with regard to the payment of wages 
in case of injury in the service of the ves- 
sel and with regard to reshipping seamen 
abroad—would be very likely to attract unfa- 
vorable notice were there any large class of 
American seamen whose rights were to be 
injuriously affected. But as the American 
ocean sailor has for the most part disap- 
peared, having been taxed out of existence, 
nobody will raise any loud voice of humani- 
tarian protest against changes which will be 
felt almost entirely by foreigners, and those 
of a not interesting class. 

One of the most singular features of the 


Dill reveals in a clause the anti-American 


tendency of that which is by a cruel mockery 
of language called protective legislation. 
There is not a word in this bill that will make 


| ft possible for the American capitalist or the 


American merchant who wishes to have his 
own ships and dispatch them to foreign lands, 
flying the flag of his own country, todo so on 
any cheaper terms than heretofore. He is 
not allowed to buy materials abroad nor to 
buy ships abroad, But the foreign capitalist 
can come into the shipyards of America and 
have materials imported for the construction 
of ships for his use at a reduction of 90 per 
cent in theduties, In other words, if an 
American wants a ship from an American 
shipyard he must pay full taxes on all the 
materials imported to build it, but if an En- 
glishman or a Spaniard comes into an Ameri- 
can shipyard and orders a vessel the Govern- 
ment remits 90 per cent of the taxes on its 
constituents if brought from abroad. 

This is a part of what its literary advo- 
cates are fond of ealling the American pol- 
icy.” The American must submit to what- 
ever prices the American combination con- 
trolling the manufacture of steel or the 
manufacture of rope may ch toask. If 
he fly from their exactions to cheaper 
supplies offered him by the foreign manu- 
facturers he is met at the custom-houses by 
the heavy fines imposed by-his Government. 
But if the foreign merchant who is in com- 
petition with him in trade and has ordered 
a ship from an American yard, and does not 
wunt to pay Ameriean prices for the steel 
and cordage and what not that enter into the 
vessel, he can buy mem abroad and bring 
them past our custom-houses upon paying 
only one dollar in ten of the taxes the Amer- 
ican has to pay. That is, ne American 
system” makes the foreigner pay but 10 per 
cent in taxes on the same materials on which 
the American has to pay 100 per cent. 

This bill gives no subsidies and does not 
allow the free building or purchase of ships 
for American use in foreign trade. The 
presence in the law, as just pointed out, of 
the conspicuously unfair discrimination in 
favor of the foreign rivals of the American 
merchants and capitalists stands as a glaring- 
ly-persistent illustration of the folly and 
blindness of the so-called American sys- 
tem,” No one but the shipyard monopolists, 
at whose command it was put in the law, 
will ever be able to read it without feeling 
an instinctive protest rise within him at this 
policy of giving drawbacks to foreigners 
which are denied to our own people. The 
longer such injustice is practiced the stronger 
will become the sentiment that will demand 
its abandonment. The next reform in our 
shipping laws will be to give Americans the 
same chance to build cheap ships in Ameri- 
can yards that is aow given by the law to 
foreigners. 


THE DEMOCRATIC BLUNDER. 

It is not easy to understand what physical 
comfort or political advantage the Demo- 
cratic National Committee expected to secure 
by locating their convention here during the 
hottest week in the year, and a month after 
the sessions of the Republican Convention. 
The delegates will meet here July 8 and 
probably remain in session during the whole 
of that week. It is the hottest week of the 
summer in Chicago. It may be said to be the 
only week of the summer that is hot at all. 
At other times, earlier or later, they would 
have had the solace of the cool lake breezes, 
tempering the fervor of the atmosphere, As 
it is, they will come here in hot cars, after 
riding through the hot nights, and swarm in a 
“hot building, with a glass roof admitting the 
‘sun’s rays in all their glare and fierceness to 
add to the discomforts of sweating, swelter- 
ing gregariousness. 

This, however, is only an incidental source 
of discomfort, and will be borne with such 
patience as the visiting statesmen can muster. 
The political outcome of the mistake they 
have made will not be borne so easily. It 
would have been wiser for them to have held 
their convention before the Republican, or, 
as the next best time, immediately after. 
Evidently their intention in making their 
Convention No. 2 was to take advantage of 
any mistakes the Convention No. 1 might 
make in candidate or platform and offer such 
inducements as might attract disappointed 
and disgruntled voters and bolters. If suet 
were their intention they should have held 
their convention immediately after the Re- 
publican, during thé second week in June, 
instead of waiting thirty days. If they had 
done this they mig — have caught these alry 
sentimentalists kicking bolters on the 
‘wing and committed them to their party be- 
fore they had time to think and before the 
heat of passion was off.

SENATE AND CORPORATIONS.

Upon inquiry from the 
Republican Senator Platt, of Connecticut, the 
President of the Senate admitted that there 
was no written or printed rule of the Senate on 
the subject, but that it was a matter of gen- 
eral parliamentary decorum. Senators, it ap- 
pears, are in the habit of speaking of what 
has been~done in the House by the use of the 
elreumlocutory phrase, What has been done 
elsewhere.” Because Senator Van Wyck, 
who was speaking in good form and on a 
subject of great public importauce, hap- 
pened in the rapid utterance of debate to 
speak of the House” instead of employing 
the verbose flummery and elocutionary red 
tape of the Senate the Senator whom his 
criticisms hurt the ‘most tried to take ad- 
vantage ot the slip to silence him com- 
pletely.

President Edmunds walts to enforce it until 
there is a purely technical breach of order 
by one of the most correct and dignified mem- 
bers of the Senate, who is seeking, with 
honest indignation, to prevent another of 
those surrenders to the great corporations of 
the country for which the Senate is becom- 
ing famous, The fact that this first enforce- 
ment of a rule, which was obviously intended 
only for real breaches of the order of the 
Senate, should have occurred when the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate was the person 
most responsible for the surrender of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to the Union

The Bible 
in the Light of Today.“ The speaker devel- 
oped the thought that the Bible was primarily 
a book of moral and spiritual instruction. His- 


torical, biographical, or scientific inaccuracies 
should give no trouble to its friends. But so 
marvelous was its accuracy upon these subsi- 
diary points that the burden of proof rested 
forever upon those who challenged. 
The preservation of the Bible was 
itself a marvel. It was not a 
history, but ite historical portions endured the 
keenest criticism. It was a biography, but its 
biographical sketches were triumphs of artistic 
Skill upon a microscopic ground, It was not a 
book of science, but its ecientific statements 
were free from the absurdities of Greek, 
Egyptian, and Hindoo science, and, in the light 
of modern science, strangely correct. The 
lecturer cautioned his auditors to distinguish 
between the Bible and the human interpreta- 
tion of the Bible, called attention to its won- 
derful unity, the union of a cathedral and not 
of a waiking-stick, and closed with a 
vigorous plea for Bible study, since it 
furnished means for the highest intellectual 
growth and answered clearly those burning 
questions to which the whole circle of science 
and philosophy had no reply.
